Golden  Anniversary 

Mattapoisett  Town  Hall  Celebrates  100 

By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 


In  the  scenic  seaside  community  of  Mattapoisett, 
there  are  a  few  unique  landmarks  and  buildings  which 
immediately  define  the  look  and  style  of  the  town.  The 
stoic  seahorse  and  the  intersection  of  North  Street  and 
Route  6  ...  the  black  and  white  lighthouse  at  the  tip  of 
Ned's  Point ...  and  the  seat  of  government  in  the  form  of 
the  Mattapoisett  Town  Hall  at  the  corner  of  Main  Street 
and  Church  Street. 

This  week  residents,  town  officials,  and  well- 
wishers  from  neighboring  communities  will  participate  in 
a  formal  observance  of  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  of 
the  building  and  dedication  of  the  Mattapoisett  Town 
Hall.  Area  residents  are  cordially  invited  to  join  the  town 
in  celebrating  the  centennial  of  this  historic  structure.  An 
open  house  will  be  held  on  Tuesday,  August  19  from  5:00 
to  9:00  pm  at  the  Mattapoisett  Town  Hall  located  at  16 
Main  Street. 

■  Buying  and  Building 

Since  the  town's  incorporation  in  1857,  Town 
Meetings  and  other  official  gatherings  were  held  at 
Purrington  Hall,  which  was  located  near  the  waterfront. 
When  that  historic  building  was  lost  to  fire,  the  town 
needed  to  find  a  permanent  location  for  its  governmental 
proceedings. 

Built  between  1896  and  1897,  the  Mattapoisett 
Town  Hall  was  approved  by  Town  Meeting  voters  who, 
on  February  3, 1896  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $4,000 
through  borrowing  and  to  take  $4,000  from  the  town 
treasury  to  build  the  new  structure.  A  building  committee 
comprised  of  Thomas  D.  Dexter,  Dennis  Mahoney,  and 
Asa  R.  Swift  were  nominated  from  the  floor  to  oversee  the 
total  $8,000  construction  project.  The  new  Town  Hall 
would  be  located  on  property  which  was  purchased  from 
private  owners  on  lots  which  formerly  contained  two 
separate  homes. 

The  building  was  completed  and  dedicated  in  the 
summer  of  1897,  with  the  first  Special  Town  Meeting  held 
in  the  new  structure  on  October  27, 1897.  Among  those 
who  attended  the  Town  Hall  dedication  ceremonies  were 
Henry  Huttleston  Rogers  of  Fairhaven,  and  George 
Purrington,  George  Dexter,  Captain  James  M.  Stanton, 
Isaiah  P.  Atsatt,  and  Captain  Joseph  Taber.  A  lavish 
Dedication  Ball  was  also  held  following  the  ceremonies, 
with  music  by  Gray  and  Sullivan's  Orchestra. 

■  Centennial  Celebration 

This  week's  Centennial  Celebration  promises  to 
be  just  as  elaborate  and  exciting.  Executive  Secretary 
Carol  Adams  noted  that  surprise  souvenirs  of  the  event 
will  be  given  out  to  those  who  attend  the  Open  House, 
and  the  Limited  Edition  Town  Hall  Centennial  Tile, 
designed  by  George  Avila,  will  be  on  sale  for  $10  each. 
The  tile  matches  the  collectible  Lions  Club  set  previously 
issued. 

"We're  going  to  have  photo  displays  with  pictures 


of  all  the  Selectmen  from  past  years  ...  and  photos  of  other 
past  Town  Hall  events,"  Ms.  Adams  said.  Officials  from 
Rochester  and  Marion  are  also  expected  to  attend,  and  at 
press  time  some  50  people  had  confirmed  they  will  be 
present.

■  Recent  Renovations 

Over  the  years,  there  have  been  intermittent 
renovations  to  the  Town  Hall  building.  The  original 
structure  boasted  three  spires  —  one  of  which  contained  a 
bell  tower  which  was  located  directly  above  where  the 
Selectmen's  meetings  are  now  held.  But  then  Hurricane 
Carol  in  1954  did  some  redecorating  to  the  Town  Hall 
facade,  toppling  the  tallest  tower. 

The  other  towers  (one  of  which  was  used  by  the 
Fire  Department  to  hang  out  hoses  to  dry)  were  later

removed.  The  last  major  renovations  to  the  building  were 
done  in  the  early  1970's.  "Up  to  that  time  only  the 
Selectmen's  office  had  been  renovated,"  Town  Clerk  Lois 
Ennis  said.  "But  everything  was  repainted  and  you  could 
see  some  of  the  original  paint  when  the  walls  were 
stripped.  They  replaced  the  carpeting,  lights,  and  put  in 
new  paneling." 

The  Town  Hall  also  houses  many  historic 
remnants  of  the  town's  past,  including  the  Board  of 
Selectmen's  wooden  gavel,  which  was  crafted  from  scraps 
of  the  whaling  bark  Wanderer,  the  last  whaling  vessel  built 
in  the  former  ship-building  town.  Surprisingly,  the  eye- 
catching stained  glass  windows  on  the  first  floor  and  in 
the  second-floor  conference  room  were  crafted  by 
Anthony  Pelson  and  added  to  the  building  only  about  10 
years  ago,  although  they  look  like  original  features. 
■  Mattapoisett  Memories 

In  preparing  for  the  Centennial  Open  House, 
Mattapoisett  officials  recently  asked  residents  to  send  in 
their  "Town  Hall  Tales." 

Carolyn  Perkins  of  Randall  Road  was  a  teenager 
in  the  1940's  and  shared  some  of  her  fond  memories  of 
Town  Hall:  "(I  remember)  attending  Girl  Scouts,  ballet 
and  tap  dancing  lessons,  Friday  night  movies  and  teen 
dances  all  held  in  the  upstairs  hall.  There  were  no  offices 
on  the  second  floor,  just  a  large  entrance  hall  leading  to 
the  main  room  and  stage.  We  had  hilarious  minstral 
shows  and  choral  groups  led  by  Ms.  Emily  Perry  at  that 
time."

Charles  A.  Morgan  of  Main  Street  also 
reminisced:'  "The  Town  Hall  is  special  to  any  of  us  who 
grew  up  in  the  Town  of  Mattapoisett  during  the  '20's  and 
'30's.  I  remember  the  happy  hours  spent,  as  a  young  boy, 
watching  the  movies  (silent  of  course)  and  felt  the 
excitement  of  the  action  as  the  pianist  cleverly  matched 
the  mood  of  the  film.  Those  of  my  generation  will  recall 
the  many  plays  and  musicals  performed  in  the  Town  Hall 
and  the  School  Graduations  as  well.

now),"  she  said.  "There  was  a  projection  room  in  the  back 
...  tickets  were  sold  where  the  Board  of  Health  office  is 
now.  They  also  had  dance  recitals,  minstrel  shows,  and 
plays.  There  used  to  be  a  lot  of  activity  going  on  in  Town 
Hall." 

And  senior  Selectman  John  N.  DeCosta  has  fond 
memories  of  the  building  which  he  has  taken  on  as  a  pet 
project  during  his  past  two  decades  in  office:  "As  a  young 
boy  growing  up  in  Mattapoisett  we  were  able  to  use  the 
Town  Hall  for  dances  and  for  basketball  games  on  the 
second  floor.  The  American  Legion  would  sponsor  movies 
on  Friday  night ...  and  homemade  fudge  was  made  and 
sold  at  the  movies.  We  had  some  good  memories." 

Selectman  DeCosta  noted  that  all  Town  Meetings 
were  once  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  along  with  the  annual 
Memorial  Day  services  sponsored  by  the  American 
Legion.  He  added  that  he's  tried  to  keep  up  with  general 
repairs  on  the  building  without  placing  any  additional 
burden  on  taxpayers.  "For  21  years  I've  adopted  the  Town 
Hall ...  and  I've  helped  do  the  maintenance  (on  the 
building),"  he  said.  "Much  of  the  general  upkeep  of  the 
Town  Hall  I've  done  on  my  own,  and  on  weekends." 

"We've  seen  quite  a  change  over  the  years," 
Selectman  DeCosta  said  of  the  past  century.  "It's  a  real 
historic  event  to  have  a  building  that's  100  years  old.  It's  a 
wonderful  old  building  that's  served  Mattapoisett  well."

on  monthly  financial  reports  through  April,  1997,  but 
their  efforts  in  reviewing  and  reconciling  financial  records 
for  last  fiscal  year  have  only  yielded  two  complete  months 
to  date.  "At  this  point,  my  gut  reaction  is  we'll  have  to  go 
back  and  look  at  all  the  deposits,  receipts,  and  transfers," 
Mr.  Nunes  said.  "We'll  have  to  go  over  everything  —  from 
soup  to  nuts." 

Town  Accountant.  Alan  Coutinho,  who  was 
present  for  the  meeting,  expressed  his  concern  over  the 
lack  of  progress  in  getting  the  town's  cash  receipts 
reconciled.  "I  don't  see  anybody  working  on  this  ...  I'd 
like  to  know  when  this  is  going  to  get  done,"  Mr. 
Coutinho  asked.  "We're  90  days  into  the  new  (Town) 
Treasurer,  and  still  the  work  hasn't  been  done.  I  need  the 
cash  reconciled  ...  there's  nothing  more  important.  I  can't 
emphasize  that  enough." 

Ms.  Garbaciak  explained  that  she  has  been 
working  on  reviewing  the  monthly  bank  statements,  and 
part  of  her  time  has  been  devoted  to  dealing  with  water 
shut-offs,  but  otherwise  both  she  and  Mr.  Nunes  have 
been  busy  working  on  the  project.  Mr.  Nunes  also  noted 
that  much  of  his  time  has  been  devoted  to  working  on  the 
town's  bond  rating  and  the  golf  course  project. 

"At  the  last  meeting  we  had  with  the  (Finance 
Department),  I  thought  we  made  it  clear  that  the  top 
priority  was  to  get  the  financial  records  squared  away," 
Selectman  Koczera  said.  "I  know  you  have  other  town 
business  to  deal  with,  but  this  is  important." 

After  further  discussion,  the  board  agreed 
something  needed  to  be  done  to  speed  up  the  progress  of 
the  Financial  Department.  "I  think,  in  all  fairness,  we've 
been  going  over  this  reconciliation  process  for  awhile  — 
and  it's  been  slow  in  coming,"  Chairman  St.  Jean  said. 
"We  need  someone  to  take  charge  of  the  situation."

The  board  received  a  memo  from  Town  Clerk 
Richard  Threlfall  advising  that  Manuel  Raposa  submitted 
his  resignation  from  the  Board  of  Public  Works  (BPW), 
effective  July  31.  Mr.  Raposa,  who  was  present  at  the 
meeting,  noted  that  he  is  frustrated  and  fed  up  with  the 
way  DPW  Superintendent  Richard  Settele  is  running  his 
department.  "I've  been  going  to  (BPW)  meetings  and 
banging  my  head  against  the  wall,"  Mr.  Raposa  said. 
"(Mr.  Settele)  does  what  he  wants  ...  he  doesn't  need  the 
BPW." 

Selectman  Koczera  noted  that  Mr.  Settele  was 
hired  by  and  works  for  the  BPW.  "When  it  comes  down  to 
the  nitty  gritty,  (Mr.  Settele)  works  for  the  BPW  ...  (which 
is)  an  elected  board,  and  they  are  supposed  to  govern  this 
paid  employee." 

After  hearing  further  concerns  and  complaints 
about  Mr.  Settele  —  some  of  which  came  from  residents 
present  at  the  meeting  who  considered  his  actions  "rude" 
and  "arrogant"  —  the  board  agreed  to  request  a  joint 
meeting  with  the  BPW  and  DPW  Superintendent  Settele 
on  August  19  at  6:00  pm.  "We  can  invite  them  here  for  a 
joint  meeting  and  see  if  it's  productive,"  Chairman  St. 
Jean  said.  "If  not,  we  have  other  alternatives  which  are 
not  pleasant." 

The  board  also  unanimously  voted  to  accept  Mr. 
Raposa's  resignation  with  regret  and  asked  that  a  letter  of 
appreciation  be  sent  to  him  for  his  past  service.  Residents 
interested  in  filling  the  vacancy  on  the  BPW  should

At  7:00  pm  the  board  met  with  Nancy  Medeiros 
and  Conservation  Agent  Laurel  1  J.  Farinon  regarding 
property  on  South  Orchard  Street.  Ms.  Medeiros 
explained  she  had  gone  before  the  ConCom  to  build  a 
home  on  the  property,  but  was  informed  that  the  lot  was 
"mostly  wetlands"  and  could  not  be  built  upon.  Ms. 
Medeiros  claimed  that  the  Town  of  Acushnet  dug  a 
drainage  trench  through  the  middle  of  the  lot,  rendering  it 
unbuildable. 

Though  Ms.  Miranda  said  the  town  was  not 
responsible  for  digging  the  trench  —  that  it  was,  in  fact, 
done  by  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  office  — 
Ms.  Medeiros  had  a  copy  of  the  work  order  issued  by  the 
Town  of  Acushnet  for  the  project.  She  wanted  to  know  if 
they  could  fill  the  trench  and  re-route  the  "intermittent 
brook"  around  the  property  to  make  it  buildable. 

Ms.  Farinon  explained  that  the  ConCom's 
decision  —  which  was  a  non-decision  due  to  a  tied  vote 
—  was  superseded  by  the  state  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (DEP),  which  also  determined 
the  lot  was  unbuildable.  As  such,  she  felt  this  had  become 
a  "civil  matter"  in  trying  to  ascertain  responsibility  for  the 
digging  of  the  trench. 

"This  is  a  piece  of  property  which  has  been 
rendered  'unbuildable'  by  one  government  entity  or 
another,"  Chairman  St.  Jean  said.  "Perhaps  if  you  can 
furnish  us  with  (the  documentation),  we  can  have  Town 
Counsel  review  this  matter."  The  board  agreed  to  consult 
Town  Counsel  and  would  get  back  to  Ms.  Medeiros 
regarding  the  trench  which  was  created  on  her  family 
property.

ACO  Emanuel  Maciel.  Chairman  St.  Jean  noted  they  had 
interviewed  a  number  of  candidates  for  the  ACO  position 
and  reviewed  their  availability  for  on-call  duty.

Based  on  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Report 
of  the  Growth  Management  Committee,  the  Marion  Planning

Parcels  in 
these  nodes  will  retain  their  General  Business  zoning.  Properties 
on  or  near  Route  6  between  the  nodes  on  which  businesses  are 
currently  operating  also  will  retain  their  General  Business 
designation. 

Properties  located  on  or  near  Route  6  between  the 
proposed  business  nodes  at  Front  Street  and  Point  Road  that  are 
currently  vacant  or  on  which  residences  are  located,  including 
multi-family  dwellings,  would  be  rezoned  from  General 
Business  to  Residence  "A."  Owners  who  wish  to  establish 
businesses  in  these  properties  must  commence  the  process  of 
obtaining  appropriate  licenses  and  permits  for  these  activities 
prior  to  approval  of  the  rezoning  by  Town  Meeting.

As  the  audience  cars  overflowed  the  parking  area  the 
hall  soon  filled  and  at  the  appointed  hour  the  house  lights 
dimmed  and  there  was  silence  such  as  one  feels  in  a  large 
cathedral  when  one  searches  one's  soul. 

Then,  in  contrast,  when  the  spotlights  increased  the 
stage  flowed  with  musicians  —  seven  violins,  three  violas,  three 
violoncelli,  one  contrabass,  one  keyboard,  and  one  oboe  —  and 
then  Maestro  Russell  Patterson,  the  Musicfest  Artistic  Director, 
calmly  took  his  place  to  direct  16  very  talented  musicians  in 
what  became  an  event  to  be  long  remembered.  As  the  musicians 
began  to  play  under  the  Maestro's  expressive  hands,  it  quickly 
became  clear  they  were  no  ordinary  musicians  and  he  no 
ordinary  director  and  that  the  Buzzards  Bay  Musicfest  had 
launched  a  level  of  music  that  filled  not  only  the  Performing 
Arts  Center,  but  also  the  hearts  of  all  who  listened. 

As  the  works  of  Mozart,  Bach,  Grieg  and  others  let  the 
audience  relive  what  must  have  been  in  the  composers'  souls  so 
long  ago,  the  players  reflected  their  backgrounds  at  Juilliard 
School  of  Music,  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  and 
other  fine  schools  of  high  standing  plus  their  individual 
experiences  with  various  symphony,  opera,  and  ballet  orchestras 
of  the  world.  The  sounds  were  like  setting  the  Aurora  Borealis  to 
music  as  Maestro  Patterson  with  precise  timing  brought  together 
the  composers,  the  musicians,  and  the  audience  in  an  event  that 
time  will  not  erase.

Dogs  do  not  need  to  come  in  contact  with 
other  dogs  to  get  heartworms.

If  your  dog  has  heartworms,  he  may  die  from  them.

An  hour  after  coming  home  from  Conspiracy  Theory,  I 
read  Entertainment  Weekly  s  cover  story  on  it  and  was  most 
unsurprised  to  find  the  following  sentence:  "Unable  to 
resolve  how  the  movie  should  end,  (director  Richard 
Donner)  filmed  two  different  endings  and  left  the  final 
decision  up  to  a  test  audience." 

Test  audience  —  the  ugliest  two  words  in  a  movie- 
lover's  vocabulary.  Has  there  ever  been  a  film  that 
benefited  from  such  cowardly  studio  waffling?  It's  a 
shame,  because  Conspiracy  Tneory  is  two-thirds  of  a  very 
fine  comedy  of  paranoia.  At  its  best,  it's  a  Looney  Tunes 
riff  on  Taxi  Driver  and  The  Manchurian  Candidate,  with  Mel 
Gibson  as  the  looniest  toon  of  his  career. 

Jerry  Fletcher  (Gibson),  a  grungy  New  York  cabbie, 
has  an  elaborate  theory  to  explain  everything.  Bobbing 
along  in  his  own  private  sea  of  crackpot  logic,  Jerry  is  the 
most  entertaining  creature  of  the  movie  season.  This  is  the 
fifth  time  Gibson  has  worked  with  Richard  Donner  —  their 
other  four  team-ups  were  the  Letfwl  Weapon  trilogy  and 
Maverick  —  and  these  men  are  obviously  good  for  each 
other;  Gibson  is  more  playful  than  he  is  with  other 
directors,  and  Donner  (wnose  last  movie  was  the 
insomniac's  friend  Assassins)  shows  a  lighter,  looser  touch. 
As  long  as  Donner  stays  with  the  babbling  Gibson  (in  one 
of  his  riskiest  and  least  sexy  performances),  the  movie  is 
completely  satisfying. 

But  then  the  script  (by  Brian  Helgeland,  a  UMass 
Dartmouth  alumnus  who  doctored  the  Assassins 


screenplay)  embroils  Jerry  in  a 
real  conspiracy.  Jerry,  it  turns 
out,  isn't  as  nutty  as  he  seems. 
Donner  and  Helgeland  keep  us 
as  confused  as  Jerry  is,  zapping 
us  with  flashbacks  or,  pernaps, 
flash-forwards  —  they  re  flashes, 
anyway,  and  they  hint  at 
something  dark.  The  only  one 
who  can  help  Jerry  is  Alice 
Sutton  (Julia  Roberts),  a  Justice 
Department  lawyer  whom  he 
loves  from  afar.  He's  been 
pestering  her  for  months  with 
one  theory  after  another,  but  will 
she  believe  him  when  it  really 
counts? 

Conspiracy  Theory  works  as  a  twisty  paranoid  thriller 
given  a  manic  edge  by  Gibson.  Donner  has  fun  with  the 
existential  theme  of  such  thrillers  —  that  you  can't  trust 
anyone  or  anything,  even  your  own  memory.  The  chief 
villain,  played  by  Patrick  Stewart  with  cool  malice,  spends 
half  the  movie  with  his  nose  bandaged  (after  Jerry  bites 
him)  —  one  of  several  nods  to  Chinatown.  Helgeland  writes 
some  wonderful  rants  that  Gibson  happily  sinks  his  teeth 
into,  and  the  production  design  in  Jerry's  cluttered  maze  of 
an  apartment  is  a  triumph  (he  has  padlocks  on  the  fridge 
and  on  the  food  inside);  when  the  place  was  blown  up,  I 
felt  a  pang  of  loss,  as  if  a  quirky  supporting  character  had 
been  killed  off. 

Then  we  come  to  the  third  act,  when  the  movie 
lapses  into  generic  action  scenes,  contrived  revelations, 
and  half-baked  romance.  I  won't  reveal  the  ending,  but  it's 
the  kind  of  cop-out  finale  that  seems  to  please  test 
audiences  (and  insecure  studio  execs).  It  didn't  please  me; 
as  Julia  Roberts  got  onto  her  beloved  old  horse  and  rode 
towards  a  potential  sequel,  I  looked  down  from  the  screen 
in  embarrassment.  Conspiracy  Theory  is  well  worth  seeing 
for  Mel  Gibson's  immensely  enjoyable  performance  and 
the  edgy  comedy  of  its  first  hour.  But  once  the  movie  starts 
gearing  up  for  its  climax,  don't  trust  anything  it  says.

At  that 
time,  the  Planning  Board  committed  to  study  the  issue 
further,  talk  to  the  interested  telecommunication 
providers,  and  report  back  to  the  town  in  the  fall  as  to 
what  expansion  of  the  WCF  District,  if  any,  would  be 
required.  An  initial  meeting  to  discuss  the  results  of  their 
investigations  has  been  scheduled  for  Monday,  August  25 
at  7:00  pm  in  the  Sippican  School  cafeteria. 

To  support  the  Planning  Board's  WCF 
investigations,  a  committee  of  four  interested  residents 
was  formed  to  study  potential  sites  and  talk  to  interested 
vendors  and  land  owners.  This  committee  reviewed  all 
potential  properties  in  town,  seeking  to  identify  those 
parcels  which  meet  the  best  interests  of  the  townspeople 
while  taking  into  account  the  technical  requirements 
imposed  on  the  telecom  providers  by  the  new  Personal 
Communication  Service  (PCS)  technology.  The  WCF 
committee  concentrated  on  reviewing  properties  from  the 
perspective  of  minimizing  visual  impact  on  the  town 
residents,  avoiding  sensitive  land  or  land  which  would 
require  major  construction  of  roads  or  utilities,  as  well  as 
several  other  factors.  On-site  visits  were  made  to  all 
potential  sites.  The  final  recommendations  of  the  WCF 
committee  were  delivered  to  the  Planning  Board  on

"Section  2  Enforcement  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  shall  be  enforced  by  the 
Animal  Control  Officer  or  Animal  Control  Officers. 

"Section  3  Restraint:  The  owner  shall  keep  his  dog  under  restraint  at  all  times. 

"Section  4  Impoundment  fees:  Any  dog  impounded  hereunder  may  be  reclaimed 
as  herein  provided  upon  payment  by  the  owner  to  the  Animal  Control  Officer  of 
the  sum  of  $10.00  for  each  day  such  dog  is  kept 

"Section  5  Confinement  of  certain  dogs: 

a  The  owner  shall  confine  within  a  building  or  secure  enclosure  every  fierce, 
dangerous  or  vicious  dog  and  not  take  such  dog  out  of  such  building  or  secure 
enclosure  unless  such  dog  is  securely  muzzled  and  upon  a  leash.  The  Animal 
Control  Officer  may  destroy  any  such  dog  which  is  found  not  to  be  so  confined 
and  without  such  a  muzzle. 

b  The  owner  shall  confine  within  a  building  or  secure  enclosure  any  dog  that  has 
been  impounded  more  than  twice  by  the  Anima  I  Control  Officer  and  not  take  such 
dog  out  of  such  building  or  secure  enclosure  unless  such  a  dog  is  well  secured  by 


a  leash.  Failure  to  do  so  mav  result  in  such  dog  being  taken  permanently.

a.       Communications  needs  served  by  the  facility;

d        Impact  on  neighborhood  character,  including  aesthetics; 

e.       Impacts  on  the  natural  environment,  including  visual 
impacts; 

f  Potential  fiscal  impact,  including  impact  on  Town  services,  tax  base, 
and  employment; 

g.  New  monopoles  shall  be  considered  only  upon  a  finding  that 
existing  or  approved  monopoles  or  facilities  cannot  accommodate 
the  equipment  planned  for  the  proposed  monopole. 

8.10.7.         CONDITIONS,  All  wireless  communications  facilities  shall  besubject 
to  the  following  conditions: 

a.  To  the  extent  feasible,  service  providers  shall  co-locate  on  a  single 
facility.  Monopoles  shall  be  designed  to  structurally  accommodate 
foreseeable  users  (within  a  ten-year  period)  where  technically 
practicable. 

b.  New  free-standing  facilities  shall  be  limited  to  monopoles;  no  lattice 
towers  shall  be  permitted.  Monopole  height  shall  not  exceed  100' 
above  mean  finished  ground  elevation  at  the  base  of  the  mounting 
structure;  provided,  however,  that  a  monopole  may  be  erected 
higher  than  100'  where  co-location  is  approved  or  proposed,  not  to 
exceed  a  height  of  130'  above  mean  finished  ground  elevation  at  the 
base  of  the  mounting  structure. 

c.  Wireless  communications  facilities  may  be  placed  upon  or  inside 
existing  buildings  or  structures,  including  water  tanks  and  towers, 
church  spires,  electrical  transmission  lines,  and  the  like.  In  such 
cases,  the  facility  height  shall  not  exceed  twenty  (20)  feet  above  the 
height  of  the  existing  structure  or  building. 

d.  All  structures  associated  with  wireless  communications  facilities 
shall  be  removed  within  one  year  of  cessation  of  use.  The  Board 
may  require  a  performance  guarantee  to  effect  this  result. 

e.  To  the  extent  feasible,  all  network  interconnections  from  the 
communications  facility  shall  be  via  land  lines. 

f.  Existing  on-site  vegetation  shall  be  preserved  to  the  maximum 
extent  practicable. 

g.  The  facility  shall  minimize,  to  the  extent  feasible,  adverse  visual 
effects  on  the  environment.  The  Planning  Board  may  impose 
reasonable  conditions  to  ensure  this  result,  including  painting, 
lighting  standards,  landscaping,  and  screening. 

h.       Traffic  associated  with  the  facility  shall  not  adversely  affect  public 

ways. 

i.  Fencing  may  be  required  to  control  unauthorized  entry  to  wireless 
communications  facilities. 

j.  The  setback  of  the  WCF  from  the  property  line  shall  be  determined 
by  the  Planning  Board  based  on  the  specific  proposal  presented.  In 
no  case  will  the  setback  be  less  than  forty  (40)  feet."

The  Friends  of  the  Friends  Meetinghouse,  a 
volunteer  group  which  supports  the  restoration  and 
operation  of  the  1759  Long  Plain  Friends  Meetinghouse  in 
Acushnet,  is  looking  for  new  members.  The  Friends  of  the 
Friends,  as  they  are  known  among  themselves,  is  a 
loosely-organized  group  which  collects  no  dues,  asks  for 
no  financial  contributions  from  its  members,  and  only 
meets  occasionally.  But  the  work  it  does,  supporting  the 
restoration  and  cooperating  in  the  activities  held  at  the 
venerable  meetinghouse,  is  important  and  rewarding. 

The  Long  Plain  Friends  Meetinghouse,  located  at 
1341  Main  Street  in  the  northern  part  of  Acushnet,  was 
built  in  1759  and  operated  as  a  Quaker  meetinghouse 
until  1965.  In  1985,  a  group  of  Acushnet  residents, 
concerned  about  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  old 
building,  approached  the  Quakers,  who  were  also 
worried  that  they  were  unable  to  finance  the  building's 
upkeep.  This  meeting  eventually  resulted  in  the  property 
(2.57  beautiful  acres,  including  a  burial  ground)  being 
turned  over  to  the  Acushnet  Historical  Commission,
